The hearing of evidencs in. the suit be- 
tween the owners of the Norwegian steamer 
Krim ond the Fronch steamer Haiphong 


-for $14,000, salvage Money and ‘sxpentes, 


was‘ continued, * 

Mr J. J. Francis; 9.0 
plaintiffe, and Mr A. J. 
the defendants, : 

Tho ovidence of the captain and offcons 
of the Krim, which had baon taken de dene 
esse, wan read, 

Mr Frangis said that the only other evid- 
once to be called on the plaintiffs’ side was 
thas of Captain Burnio, who had been acnt 
for but was not yet in Court, 

Mr Leach naid ho was quite willing to 
sllow Captain Burnio'a svidence to be 
taken at o Inter atage, after the caso dpr the 
defence had beon opened. 

Hia Lordship—I notice that witnesses 
are treated with very great indalgence 
hera—allowed to go and come whon they 
please, 

Mr Francis said that the peculiar cir- 
cumatances of thd community neconsitated 
greater latitude than in other placos. 

Mr Leach addressed thy Court briefly, 
stating that the defence was not a denial of 
any linbility at all, but simply that the 
plaintifls’ claim should ba cut down con- 
siderably. Tho Krim did notdo enough to 
justify a claim for salvaga reward, but only 
one for work done ; it was not salvage pra- 
per, and they wore only ontitled to Tee 
muneration pro opere et labore. Tho Hai- 
phong wenina position ofcomparatively slight 
dangor,'and was not disabled in any way ‘nor 
in imminont peril, The Krim cortainly 
did make efforts to assist, but failed alto- 
gether to do any good; she moved the

again. Further, the defondants denied 
liability for tho time that the plaintiit’ 
yeasol’ wan detained aground, and for ex- 
penses resulting therefrom.

Several 
items in tho claim were disputed, among 
them being one of $600 made by Mossra 
Schelihas & Co., agents of tho Krim, for 
drawing up the claim. . 

Captain Burnis thon entorod tho wit- 
noss-box, and on being asked to give 

rticulars as to the value of the Arim 
Petore the accidont, h¢ said—Thia ques- 
tign requires apecial knowledge to answer, 
and for such technical evidence, fees ara 
predcribed—maximum $50, minimum $25.

THE STRENGTH OF THE NAVY. 


" The Central News statos that, although! 
the Naval Defence Act has practically 
pired, end the Hamilton programme is ¢: 
usted, the financial part of ‘the schome 
will run for another two years, The opera- 
tions of the Act were fur five years, but the 
Psymonts under it wore spread over seven 
ears, Tho asta news agency atates that 
itis informed that tha Government have a 
navel building programmo of their own, 
and that the prosent Roard of Admiralty is 
keenly alive to tho importance of laying 
down new ships, 

Speaking at a dinner of the Saddlor’s 
Company, Mr E. Rotertson, Civil Lord of 
tho Admiralty, depreated the Navy being 
troated as 0 Party question, and doplored 
the idea of dopreciating ita power and 
eflcionoy, He hoped that our Conjinental 
neighbours would not regard as serioun‘ the 
statements which were made from time to 
timo with regard to tho British Navy, 
which ho believed was fully. up te the de- 
sired standard, and aerted, on behal€ of 
the Government, that they meant to main- 
tain the naval suprotasy, which farmed the 
basis of England’s greatness. 

‘The smallest navy inthe world.’ Which 
Power has got thst? Ie it Portugal, 
or Belgium, or Monaco? In one acnte it is 
Great Britain, In proportion to our mer- 
¢autile responsibilities there is hardly a 
State whisk has a weaker Navy, It is true 
our ships of war are nimerons; bat they 
bear no proportion to tho relative namber of 
our merchunt ships. Some dingroms and 
figures published by the Daity Graphie bring: 
this out very clearly. Our contemporary 
shows tha! whereas the value of our mor- 
cantile marine is £222,000,000, our expen- 
diture on the Navy is only about eighteen 
millions and a-half sterling; whilo France 
and Russia, with merchant fleets yalas some 
ten millions aud ¢hree millions respestively, 
spond over sixteen millions jointly op their 
war fleets. At the present Tomont, tov, we 
are building five Tattleshipe whioh will 
have o tonnage of about 70,000; France and 
Roasia are building sixteen of these vessels, 
with @ joint tonnage more than double as 
great, 

Sir Thomas Sutherlond, M.P., chairman 
of the P, aid ©. Company, has been inter- 
i Ja the course of bis remarks he 
said :—As regards the Mediterranean, if we 
abandon thet it would be almost impcstible 
to hold India, It is tme that we should 


;atill have tho Cape route. But the Cape 


route is almost -double the length of the 
Mediterranean route, and that alove is a 
serious iacenvenience. Tar more important, 
however, is the fact that tho loss of the 
Mediterransan would mean the loss of the 
Suez Causl, Woe should then bo in this 
position, that while Eaglich vossels 
would have to go. all tound the Cape to 
get to India, French or Russian vessels 
sould out through the Saez Canal and attack 
us in the flank, You onn’t gst over the 
bard facts of geography. From Plymouth 
to Bombay, vid the Oaps, is roughly 11,000 
miles ; from Toulon to Bombay, vid theSuez 
Canal, is only 4,600.’ ‘Then you think 
that it is inporative that our Mediterranean 
Squadron should be so} strengthened that 
there can ba no doubt aboiit its supremsoy P? 
‘Well, personally, 1 rather prefer to look 
at the position of tho nasy og a whole, If 
our total navy is strong enough for all noeds, 
we could always strengthen any specially 
weak point. What, for iostance, would be 
the use of an overwhelmingly strong feet in 
the Mediterranean, if our Channel Fleet were 
not strong enough to keep up our line of 
communication? At the samo time F reoog- 
nies the practical value of the outery that. 
has been raised abuut our weakness in the 
Mediterranean. It ia a palpable glaring 
fact, that appeals to the Intelligence of the 
least thoughtful taxpayer,’ ' But the Breat 
point toinsistupon,’ continued Sir Thomas 
Sutherland, ‘is the necessity of maintainiag 
the rule that our navy should be atronger than 
any other two navies. The public thorough. 
ly understands the rate, end the reason for 
it. I am convinced that n0 Government 
need be afmid to ask for Money enough to 
carry out thatrale, whatever the cost may 
be. But beyond that point!, asa taxpayer, 
should bo unwilling to gu. I don’t think 
the additional seourity gaincd would be 
worth the additional cost. One must always 
romember that it is pussibls to pay too dear.

SHOULD BURGLARS BE SHOT? 

The Saturday Review discusses the theory, 
48 to the tight or-otherwise of houacholders 
to shoot persons whom they find oconpying 
their premises, after 5 fetonigus breaking 
and entry, ospocially at night. Conmmont- 
ing on the decision! of a recent ‘case at 
Manchester, the Saturday Review ays i— 
‘Mr Justice Grantham cust cloaly be 
enrolled among the followers of the Into 
Mr Juotico Willes ; and who could bo in a! 
better following? Tho story told of that 
great man and: very learned judge is 
rolated by an eye-witavss to the following 
effect. Mr Justigo Willos was asked, “If 
1 lo0% into my dxawing-room and seo a 
burglar packing up, the clock, aid he 
candot sco me, what ought I to do?” He 
replisd, as nearly as may bo, *! My advice 
to you, which I give asa man, ne a liwyer, 
and as an Boglish judge, is aa follows. In 
tho ‘supposed circumstances thie is what 
You have aright to do, and Iam by no, 
moans suro that it ia not your duty to do 
it, Takeo donble-barrolled gua, carefully 
load both barrels, and thon, without sttrac- 
ting tho burglar’s ottontion, aim Btoadily 
at his hout ond shoot bim dead." Myr 
Justice Grantham hed no occugion to 
commit himself so fax, or 0 pieturesqaely, 
aa this, ,beonugo in tho case before bim the 
burglar did not die; bot it is clear that if 
he had diod it wonld bave made no diffor- 
ence to the lawfulness of the hanseholder’s 
shooting. YE may bo said that, ia o 
general wey, the axistonce of the ciroum- 
stances which justify the killing of afelon 
by 8 person who is nota constable maat 
bo a question of fact for the jery. Nobady 
suggests that if a burglur was gafcly in 
custody, with his hands bound and his 
Weapons and the implements of his vocation 
removed, it would be alawful act to puba 
gon to hishead snd blow bis brains out, 
Sacb an avt would undoubtedly be murder. 
Killing borglars in a straggle night 
oonccivably be manslanghter; and some- 
times it may, without any question, be 
excusable homicide. According to Sir! 
James Stephon, a burglar, or other felon, | 
may be killod eithor if ho is in the act of 
committing, or abont immediately to‘ 
commit, hiscrime by open force, aug san-' 
not othorwise bo prevented fram doing it, 
or itis impossible otherwise to arroat hin or 
keep him in custody. Also any person 
assaulted in hia own house may kill bis 
assailant, if the force ho cmploys is * propor- 
tioned ‘to the violonca of the assault.’ Tha 
ovent is valuable, aa it shows at lonst that, 
fa the opinion of ‘ono iedge of the High 
Court, i¢ ia not necessarily criminal to take 
the offensive against, aud nearly kill, a 
burglar, ‘ dolag bis office.”"’
